He was granted leave to 
visit his parents, and was directed to 
report here with his comrades last 
Tuesday. 
All of the young men com- 


posing the draft arrived except Wells. 
The naval authorities located him in 
Philadelphia and he was sent here, es- 
corted by a 
master-at-arms 
of the

naval 
station. 
The 


naval officers declined to allow news- 
papermen to talk with the prisoner. 
It Is understood that 
several

grams, said 
to be from his father, 


were received by young Wells in his 
prison today.

and then a surf man gives up his life 
In the attempt to save others. One of 
the most noteworthy sacrifices of life- 
savers in their attempt to succor the 
helpless was on March 17, 1902, when 
seven of the crew of the Monomoy 
Station lost their lives while, respond- 
ing to the signals of a panic-stricken 
crew of five men on the barge Wa^le- 
na, which was stranded on Shovelful 
Shoal, off the southern end of Mono- 
moy Island, Cape Cod. 
These five 
men subsequently lost their lives, but 
from evidence gathered afterwards it 
was conclusively theii; own fault.

While cruising in the small 


yacht Xalica we were caught in a .sud- 
den northeast gule al night, anil after 
b a f t l i n g with it for five hours without 
making any 
headway, 
and 
getting 


numb and cold, ami exhausted with 
hard work, we were obliged to oast 
anchor on a Ice shore jusl outside of a, 
dangerous bar. We swung u lantern 
a few times and received a response 
through the darkness from the patrol 
on the beach by the burning of a red 
light 
In due time the lifeboat was 


alongside, and we were rescued, more 
dead than alive. With good care and 
attention we soon revived. They put 
a crew on board afterward nnd saved 
the yacht. 
J cannot commend their 


services too highl.v, fully appreciating 
their noble rescue at a time when 
hope was almost gone.

HERE are numerous launches and there arc two fine steamers for the accommodation of tourists, besides the beautiful 
steel steamer Tahoe. which carries the mail and passengers, and makes daily trips around the lake. 
One of the greatest 


attractions "of the lake is Emerald Hay, which takes its name from the apparent color of the water, due to its extreme 


transparency and showing the color of the bed-rock, which gives it an exquisite emerald hue. 


Emerald Ray is about three miles in length and about one-half mile in width. In the western part of the bay is an island 


of solid rock about an acre in extent. This island has a unique history. In the early days, Sailor Jack, one of the oldest fisher- 
men and boatment on the lake, dug his grave in the solid rock, but was afterwards drowned in ihc lake, from which his body 
was never recovered, thus cheating him of his last request. 


The inlet'of the bay is about three hundred yards wide; the daily mail steamer conies into and around the bay during 


the summer months. Emerald Hay is the name of the postofllce. 


Owing to the bay being so well sheltered by the surrounding mountains and hills, also the narrow inlet, boating can be 


enjoyed at all times, and the fishing is unsurpassed am where on the lake.

Statistics, as a mle, are unin- 
teresting, ut a few figures may be In- 
troduced 'In this connection to show 
the number of wrecks in the field of 
shipping alone in a given time. 
All 
these vessels hailed from Gloucester 
and the men lived there. From 1830 
to 1881 419 vessels were wrecked, 
\aluctl at $1,819,000; lives lost, 2,249; 
widows and orphans left, estimated at 
7,000. 


Modern science has materially les- 


sened the danger of life by sea. 
The 


entire coast of this country is well 
patrolled and so thoroughly lighted 
that the tyro in navigation can trace 
his way down the coast from light to 
light. The methods of life-saving arc 
constantly being improved upon. The. 
boats are self bailing: lines are fired 
over wrecks and the crew brought in 
high above the water. 
Again, the 


perfecting of the Weather Bruean has 
enabled the government to warn ves- 
sels of storms, many wrecks being 
thus prevented by remaining in port. 
The .-ight at ports like Old Point 
Comfort, Chesapeake Bay, during a 
gale is one long to be remembered. 
A line of sailing vessels—Ships, grigs 
and schooners—will come sailing in, 
forming at times a continuous line, 
all anchoring near the mouth of the 
James, riding out the gale near these 
hospitable shores. 
With, the coming 


of the wireless telegraph another fea- 
ture of great value to the mariner has 
become available, and the time Is not 
far distant when no passenger steam- 
er, either coastfise or oceanic, will be 
out of communication with the land.

They are preparing 


to visit their displeasure upon such parties and 
men by voting independently. 


The time has not come when either of the 


leading parties stands clearly for such a pro- 
gram of constuctive progress as the country in- 
stinctively feels to be necessan. 
When lines 


are formed for the presidential campaign, two 
years hence, the case will be different, and one 
party will take the field to defend existing con- 
ditions, while the other must assume a radically 
progressive attitud'e. 
And yet it may be said 


without undue partisanship that, upon the whole, 
it is the Democratic party almost everywhere 
which is to receive the support of independent 
voters. 


In Vermont, Xew Hampshire and Pennsyl- 


vania, independent Republicans are running for 
Governor, but they count upon receiving the en- 
tire bulk of the Democratic vote, for without 
it their cause would be hopeless. Their ^riumpli 
will be regarded as a victory for the Democrats 
and a defeat for tlje Republican machince. 
In 


Massachusetts and! New York, 'dissatisfied Re- 
publicans will suppprt Democrats for Governor. 


Thus also in the Congressional contests, the 


independent voter will as a rule support Demo- 
cratic candidates. As I pointed out last week, 
the present Republican Congress has followed 
Theodore Roosevelt reluctantly, where it has 
followed him at all, and the people will see that 
the way to "stand by Roosevelt" is to elect Dem- 
ocrats who sincerely agree with the President in 
his radical tendencies. 


During the first two years of his term, Pres- 


ident Roosevelt has had a Congress which he 
has had to drive with a club; in the last two 
years of his teifi}i, he should' 'have a Congres^ 
which he will have to hold in leash. The only 
way to get such a Congress is to elect Demo- 
crats and thus place the conservative Senate 
squarely between a radical House and a radical 
President, 
Then the responsibility for what 


happens will be quite clear. 


The present year is, a year of opportunity 


for brave parties and brave public men, but it 
is a year of extreme danger for timid parties 
and ambitious politicians who do not know 
where they stand or lack the courage of their 
convictions. The independent voter will decide 
many a contest from Maine to California, and his 
vote will be given to the party and the candidates 
that command his confidence. 
He will not be 


deceived by sounding phrases. He will demand 
definite, clear-cut proposition which hold out 
some promise of genuine relief from existing 
economic burdens and political evils. 


The elections of ie)o6 will be but the prelim- 


inary skirmish to the great battle of 1908. The 
people are calling for more power in the con- 
duct of their own affairs; for public servants 
who will not betray them into the hands of their 
exploiters; above all, for policies which wilJ 
bring about a fairer distribution of natural pros- 
perity among the various factors engaged in its 
production. 
And the independent voter is the 


juror who will determine the verdict.
